Navarro County residents have been urged to 


notify the Corsicana Social Security 
office 


immediately if approached by any one seeking 
to "collect" money to keep Medicare in effect 
or advises an individual will "lose" his social 
security if he or she fails to purchase in- 
surance, Manager David Helmer said. 


Helmer said the Social Security office hasn't 


had any complaints about such tactics recently 
but did several months ago. 


"Some people have been told that if they 


don't purchase insurance they are going to lose 
their social security, or that money is needed 
from them to keep their Medicare going. This is 
false information and is fraudulent," Helmer 
said. 


Manager Helmer said the Social Security 


office doesn't have anyone out selling in- 
surance or collecting monies to keep any 
citizen's Medicare in effect. 


"If anyone comes to your home and tries to 


pressure you into buying insurance 
or 


represents himself as being an employe of 
Social Security who needs to collect some 
money to keep your Medicare going, contact 
the Corsicana office," he urged. The telephone 
number is 874-8206. 


Approaches to sell the public, particularly 


senior citizens, may well be attempts by 
reputable insurance companies to sell in- 
dividuals "supplemental" policies to go along 
with a person's social security 
income, 


Manager Helmer acknowledged, and could be 
misunderstood. 


Free information on Social Security and 


Medicare is available to anyone at the Cor- 
sicana office, he stressed. 


Helmer said if any citizen had any question 


about the validity about such contacts they 
should call the Social Security office. 


Such an inquiry was made earlier this week 


by an 85-year-old Corsicana woman who 
reported to the Social Security office staff she 
was approached and offered a hospitalization 
policy that would pay all her bills and nursing 
service at her home after leaving the hospital. 
The woman reported the agent, who identified 
himself by his own name and insurance com- 
pany out of Fort Worth, left after she told him 
she had all the life and burial insurance she 
needed and could afford and she 
was 


adequately covered by Medicare and Medicaid. 
She later asked the Daily Sun to investigate the 
situation and warn other senior citizens if there 
was any danger of fraudulent activity.

Corsicana will receive a significant number of 
applications for the city manager's position 
being vacated by Jack Russell until the City 
advertisement seeking candidates can appear 
in the July issue of "Town and Cities," a 
magazine of interest to municipalities. 


The City's ad didn't reach the magazine in 


time to appear in the June issue, received last 
week, although City Secretary Nelda Neal 
mailed it June 6, the day after Russell sub- 
mitted his resignation to become effective July 
4. 


At least two letters have been received by 


City Manager Russell, he said Monday, and 
placed in the city hall mailbox of Mrs. Neal, 
who is on vacation. Russell had "two or three 
people call to ask if there is a vacancy in the 
manager's job" and said he had passed on the 
inquiries to Mayor Youngblood. - 


"I don't have any of the letters yet—with City 


Secretary Nelda Neal on vacation—and don't 
look for many applications until our ad ap- 
pears," Mayor Youngblood said. 


She added that she hadn't "been in a big 


hurry (to seek applications) because Public 
Works Director Dick Ballenger (who was 
designated acting city manager effective with 
Russell's last day if a replacement hadn't been 
employed beforehand) hasn't had a chance to 
act as city manager."

With the Fourth of July just 


around the corner—celebrated 
traditionally with the shooting 
off of fireworks—Police Chief 
Don Massey reminds the public 
that fireworks are prohibited in 
Corsicana. 


Years ago, as a precaution 


against fires being accidentally 
set off by the shooting of 
fireworks, Corsicana adopted 
an ordinance that prohibits the 
possession, 
storage, 
sale, 


purchase 
or 
shooting 
of 


fireworks within the city limits. 


By this time most all Cor- 


sicanans know this, as each 
year before Independence Day 
the police chief issues the 
reminder and the warning 
against violating the ban. 


"If parents are going to buy 


fireworks for their kids at 
stands customarily set up 
outside the city, or permit their 
children to buy and shoot 
fireworks, they are taking a 
chance that they will be filed on 
for violating the ordinance," 
Chief Massey said. 


He asked for the public's 


cooperation. 


Chief Massey said if a family 


or groups of families wanted to 
put on a fireworks display for 
their children at some cleared 
site or at city-owned Lake 
Halbert, they can obtain a 
permit approved by himself, 
Fire Chief Charlie Tieman, City 
Manager Jack Russell and

Trustees spent some 90 minutes 
in a luncheon meeting at the 
boardroom Wednesday ruling 
on requests for changes of 
status or funding by Collins 
scholarship 
grantees 
and 


studying the financial foun- 
dation of the unique program 
that has financed hundreds of 
college educations for Cor- 
sicana students. 


First National Bank in- 


vestment specialist and Collins 
Fund 
coordinator 
Oliver 


Albritton produced what he 
called "unaudited but sincere" 
figures and a'chart showing the 
growth and current value of 
investments 
since his bank 


became the supervisor of the 
Collins Trust in 1966. 


Accumulated cost basis of the 


stocks and other investments as 
of the end of May (that is, the 
actual amount paid for 'the 
portfolio) 
was about $1.8 


million, according to Albritton, 


and current market value was 
about $2,719,000. 


THE FUND 
PRODUCED 


interest amounting to about 
$119,000 in the past year, up 
from about $115,000 last year 
and nearly twice the original 
figure in the first year of the 
FNB operation. 


The income from the fund is 


used to provide scholarships for 
academically qualified students 
from 
Corsicana 
needing 


assistance for college work. 


There were 50 scholarships 


authorized from among 1973 
graduates of Corsicana High 
School, at a potential value of 
$1300 a year apiece, which 
would amount to as much as 
$65,000 in expenses for 
the 


coming year. There are also 
many students from previous 
graduating classes still at- 
tending various colleges. 


,It is impossible to pinpoint 


exact costs per student, because 
the fund pays student expenses 
for tuition, room and board, 
books, and materials rather 


than providing outright grants. 
And there are many variations 
of programs depending on 
whether the student is single or 
married, living in dormitory or 
other housing, or attending 
Navarro Junior College or an 
out-of-town institution. 


New members of the board 


Drs, James Curington and Kelly 
Paul Burkhart were for the first 
time getting some details 
concerning 
the 
massive 


scholarship program set up as a 
memorial to the late James 
Collins and his family, whose 
estate still provides frequent 
additional behests. 


Albritton pronounced the fund 


in surprisingly good shape- 
considering 
recent 
sharp 


declines in the stock market. 


"SOME PEOPLE 
FEEL 


there are some risks in common 
stock/' he said, "but we're 
much better off because we had 
some investments in common 
stock.'* 


He recounted the growth of 


the fund from investments of a 


little more than $1.2 million in 
1966, with a market value of a 
little less than $1.5 million. 


Gifts from the Collins estate 


during 1967 brought the in- 
vestments to a little more than 
$1.8 million, with a market 
value of about $2.7 million, he 
said. 


"During 1970 there were some 


pretty grim times," he recalled, 
as 
the 
value of the 
fund 


decreased from about $2,5 
million to about $2 million. But 
the Collins fund didn't "come 
down as much as the market", 
he noted. 


"I think now we are looking at 


a similar point in time," he 
reported, with the market value 
of the investments down from a 
peak of about $3 million to the 
current $2.719 million. He called 
the loss in stock value—about 
ten per cent—-"a moral victory 
at this time" because so many 
investors have lost so much 
more in the depressed condition 
of the market.

REAL GOOD," he said, "and 
we hope we're looking at the 
bottom of the market (the point 
at which stock values cease 
dropping and begin to rise 
again)." But Albritton hastened 
to add that he was not making a 
prediction about the market. He 
added that he hopes financial 
conditions in the country will 
improve and public confidence 
will return soon to strengthen 
investments throughout the 
nation. 


The FNB utilizes a group of 


investment 
advisors 
from 


Houston—not stock brokers, but 
authorities who try to predict 
the future of the economy and 
advise on stock selection, he 
said. He later offered to invite 
some of the advisors to brief the 
educators 
on 
the 
market 


situation. Dallas advisors were 
used until about 
I960, he 


recalled. 


The local bank collects about 


$8500 a year for operation of the 
Collins Trust, based on a sliding 
scale of from 4 
to 
:IH 
per 


cent of market value, and the 


$119,000 in income represents 
the net profits after such fees. 


He noted that "every once in 


a while we get a check of thirty- 
five or forty thousand dollars 
from the Collins estate". 


ALBRITTON SAID he has 


been operating the fund on some 
"verbal guidelines" and he 
suggested "maybe we ought to 
take a look at them" and see if 
there 
ought 
to 
be 
any 


alterations in policies of in- 
vestment and operation. 


He cited the guidelines as (1) 


keeping all available cash in- 
vested in a safe place at the best 
possible rate—either in "cer- 
tificates of deposit", Treasury 
bills or "commercial paper" 
(short-term loans to financial 
companies such as GMAC; (2) 
investing in "yield-oriented" 
accounts, not "growth" stocks; 
(3; avoiding investments in 
mortgages; and (4) reporting 
on the condition of the fund at 
regular meetings of the school 
board. 


Albritton suggested the board 


consider adding a few growth 
stocks among lots of yield- 
oriented stocks for long-term 
enhancement of the fund and 
said "there are now some pretty 
well secured mortgages that 
pay about tt.G per cent in- 
terests". 


He also surmised "we could 


accomplish some things" (such 
as taking advantage of market 
opportunities) by writing letters 
to each board member and 
letting 
them 
approve 
or 


disapprove by return mail. 


BOARD PRESIDENT Maco 


Stewart 
suggested 
that 


Albritton be ready to report 
"about the middle of the year 
and at the end of the year" on 
the status of the fund. And Dr. 
Burkhart asked for a con- 
tinuation of presentations in the

Midwest Group 


Traces UFO's 


As a Hobby 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - The 


serioius effort to gather accu- 
rate information about UFO's 
(unidentified flying objects) in 
the Midwest continues. And one 
leader in the effort says more 
and more people are becoming 
serious about UFO sightings. 


"It used to be that 30 to 40 


per cent of the sightings could 
be classed as ding-a-ling or 
screwball," 
says 
John 
F. 


Schuessler of the St. Louis sub- 
urb of O'Fallon, "but today I 
would put these reports at only 
about two per cent of the total 
we receive." 


Schuessler is deputy director 


of a group known as MUFON, 
for Midwest UFO Network. The 
group has members in 26 states 
and attempts to trace reports 
of UFO sightings in an effort to 
learn the source of the event. 
It's a job the Air Force tried 
for years but abandoned in 
1969, saying a further effort 
could 
not 
be 
justified 
on 


grounds of science or national 
security. 


Schuessler, an engineer and 


scientist at McDonnell-Douglas 
Corporation near St. Louis, 
says of his inquiries, "It's not 
unlike what a detective would 
do. 
We check 
various 
ex- 


planations for sightings and 
sometimes we check on the 
people reporting them to make 
sure it's not a hoax." 


He says the group takes care 


to guard the privacy of persons 
who cooperate, saying "We 
don't throw people's names 
around if they see a UFO." 


I,aw enforcement agencies, 


which find they seldom can de- 
vote time and resources to fol- 
lowing up UFO reports, routine- 
ly refer callers to MUFON, 
which has distributed "UFO 
Alert Cards" to police stations, 
broadcast stations and other 
agencies. 


It's a busy hobby. "We've 


been 
chasing our tail 
this 


spring," Schuessler says. Con- 
siderable publicity was gener- 
ated by multiple reports of 
sightings around Piedmont in 
southeast 
Missouri, 
but 


Schuessler 
says there 
have 


been several good reports since 
then requiring investigation. 


On Friday night June 15 he 


says a group of 14 people rang- 
ing in age from four to about 60 
saw what he calls "the light in 
the sky" type of UFO in south 
St. Louis. He says it may have 
been a police helicopter and the 
investigation is continuing. 


Three nights earlier he says 


a postal clerk in St. Charles, a 
community just northwest of 
St. Louis, was in his yard with 
his family when they saw a 
lighted object making erratic 
movements. 


Schuessler describes these re- 


ports as "serious reports from 
serious people." 


He says the group is also 


working on a May 30 incident 
when a heavy equipment oper- 
ator north of St. Louis saw two 
gray objects fly together, as if 
in formation, just below a layer 
of low clouds. Unlike many oth- 
er sightings, Schuessler says 
this one was during daylight 
hours and the man could verify 
the objects were not typical air- 
craft. 


Sclniessler says the Piedmont 


craze started with two good re- 
ports but soon turned into a 
case where "everyone was 
seeing something in the sky." 


He said one good report in- 


volved a coach driving a car 
full of ball players returning 
from a game. They reported 
that a UFO followed 
them 


along the road and they first 
thought it was an aircraft in 
trouble. The other "good re- 
port" involved a pilot who said 
he aborted an approach to the 
airport at Farmington, Mo., be- 
cause he feared a midair colli- 
sion with an object. 


Schuessler 
says MUFON's 


work has found "no good 
ground evidence" for the 
UFO's in southeast Missouri 
and southern Illinois. 


He says a physics professor 


at Southeast Missouri State 
University in Cape Girardeau 
has consented to do some field 
work this summer in an effort 
to find UFO—related radiation 
or other data. 


He sayd this kind of effort is 


indicative 
of what 
MUFON 


finds. He says well-educated 
people are becoming less skep- 
tical and more willing to ad- 
dress themselves to the fact 
that a large percentage of 
sightings are never identified 
or explained. 


The group publishes a month- 


ly newslcter, edited by Mrs. 
Nonna Short, a former news- 
paperwoman who lives at Sto- 
ver, Mo. He says it circulates 
to about 500 subscribers.

Woman Listener 


Decides Fate 


Of Rock Singers 


NFAV YORK (AP) - Ann 


Piirtill can't sing or write mu- 
sic. But she's a good listener 
and every clay that talent deter- 
mines the future of would-be 
rock stars. 


"Annie," as she is called by 


her 
colleagues 
at 
Elektra 


Records, is head of the firm's 
East Coast Artist and Reper- 
toire Department. To laymen 
she's a talent scout, in the 
trade an A&R person. Any way 
you slice it, she's one of the 
record industry's highest rank- 
ing women. 


It is her job to comb Green- 


wich Village night spots, travel 
to a dozen cities a year to audi- 
tion artists and coddle the mu- 
sicians already signed and lis- 
ten to more than 2,000 tapes a 
year. 


Many of the tapes come from 


agents, but most come from 
kids across the country. They 
record in their living room, 
sometimes 
tapping on table 


tops instead of drums. Few will 
ever sign a record contract, but 
Annie takes their tapes and 
their hopes very seriously. 


"Number one, they are our 


customers," she said. "And if 
we can inspire somebody to 
make a tape and send it in, we 
can listen to it. I have respect 
for someone who can write a 
piece of music and sing it. I 
know it's that kid's life." 


What she is looking for is a 


good voice, a good song and an 
intangible magic. For the most 
part what she gets is several 
hundred imitation Neil Youngs 
and Leonard Cohens, a few 
would-be rockers who are ter- 
rible beyond belief and a bunch 
who are good but not great. 


"If something is terrible or 


mediocre, it's easier to deal 
with than the almost good," she 
said. "Few make it, you've got 
to want to kill for them." 


Everyone who submits a tape 


gets at least a form letter back. 


About one-third get a few 


lines of criticism or advice. 
Here's an example, a tape from 
David R. McKesson of Long 
Beach, Calif. 


"I am a completely 
free 


agent and 
consider 
myself 


more a songwriter than a per- 
former and wish you to consid- 
er my tape in this light, he 
wrote. 


In the first song, Annie hears 


a clear, melodic voice and a 
song that rhymes a little too 
obviously. 


"Voice not bad, song me- 


diocre," she notes. 


The second song reveals an 


entirely different voice. 


"Neil Young," she said, iden- 


tifying 
the 
familiar 
high- 


pitched, nasal sound of the Ca- 
nadian superstar who sang with 
Buffalo Springfield and Crosby, 
Stills, Nash and Young." The 
words are in the style of song- 
writer Leonard Cohen. 


The third is even more like 


Young, only worse. 


"I'll probably write and tell 


him, 'Your influences are show- 
ing. Get away from Neil Young 
and Leonard Cohen. Don't try 
to write a song like the other 
songs.'" 


Occasionally she gets a tape 


that makes it all worthwhile. In 
1971 a man walked in off the 
street with a tape of a male 
duo called the Aztec Two Step. 
She nearly turned cartwheels. 


That same summer 
Annie 


went to the Village Gate to 
hear Harry Chapin, a 
film- 


maker 
turned singer. 
After 


hearing Chapin and his group, 
she insisted that Jack Holzman, 
the Elektra president, come 
clown. At first he wasn't im- 
pressed, but Annie persisted. 
Elektra signed Chapin, and his 
first album with 
the song, 


"Taxi," sold 200,000 copies. She 
does not get a percentage but 
earns a salary under $20,000 a 
year and has a generous ex- 
pense account. 


Chapin has mentioned Annie 


on his two album covers and 
Rex Fowler of the Aztec Two 
Step has written a song about 
"Sweet Miss Annie." 


The artists she has signed de- 


scribe her in admiring terms. 


"Everybody asks us who's 


Annie P," said Chapin," I tell 
them she's five feet two inches 
tall and five feet two inches 
wide but she's beautiful." 


If there are any detractors, 


it's those who differ over taste 
or question her lack of concern 
with commercial appeal. Annie, 
for example, likes the Aztec- 
Two Step just as much as she 
does Harry Chapin, and their 
first album sold only 20,000 
copies. 


Annie got into the record 


business first as a fan. She 
grew up in a foster family in 
Queens, where she graduated 
from high school in a year she 
won't reveal except to say the 
Kingston Trio was then the top 
group.

Grand- 
ma called it "perfumery/1 
Papa called it vanity but we 
called it fun and although they 
were far from paragons of 
virtue I thank them for the 
memories.

Gone Are the Days of Great Public Excitement over United Nations Television Debates 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — "My Hooper rating 
was just after Bob Hope and 
apparently in front of the wres- 
'Jars," Gladwyn Jebb recalled. 
•A taxi driver said that, when I 
came on, they turned off the 
wrestlers." 


Jebb, now Lord Gladwyn, 


reminisced 
with 
a 
group 


recently about the golden age 
of interest in the United Na- 
tions when television coverage 
of its main performers rivaled 
that given actors and athletes. 


Few persons today can quick- 


ly name the just-retired British 
ambassador, Sir Colin Crowe, 
much less his successor, Sir 
Donald Maitland. Nor does the 
name of the American dele- 
gate, John A. Scali, come 
quickly to mind. 


It is not necessarily a down- 


grading of mission heads, but it 
clearly is a different scene. 


Gone are personalities like 


Henry Cabot Lodge, Adlai E. 
Stevenson, Lester B. Pearson of 
Canada, Andrei Vishinsky of 
Russia, Paul-Henri Spaak of 
Belgium, V. K. Krishna Menon 


of India. The Soviet ambassa- 
dor, Jacob Malik, 66, is a lone 
link with the glamorous past. 
In a way, he symbolizes the 
transformation of the United 
Nations. 


In 1950, Malik was absent 


from the historic meeting of the 
Security Council that approved 
the dispatch of troops to count- 
er the North Korean invasion of 
South Korea. The Soviet Union 
was boycotting the council in a 
huff over Russian failure to get 
Red China seated. With no So- 
viet veto to stand in the way, 


the council was able to act 
quickly when the Korean War 
broke out in June. 


As Jebb recalls it, "Malik 


came back in August and tried 
to undo everything we had 
done....Well, there was a hide- 
ous row, and it was the first 
time there was a national hook- 
up, as they called it then, on 
television in America and it 
was the first time everybody 
saw what was happening at the 
Security Council and there was 
great excitement." 


Visiting the United Nations a 


few months ago after 18 years 
absence, Jebb said: "I must 
say it seems to me to be a 
rather 
different place ... In 


those days, it was a kind of 
morning of the world ... Ag- 
gression has now faded out, it's 
no longer the main issue; and 
the main issue, as I understand 
it, is all kinds of other issues 
such as pollution and over- 
population and the poisoning of 
the world generally." 


But Malik, here again since 


1968 after stints as ambassador
